QUARANTINE BUILDINGS. 



For three successivu seBeions the Domin- 
ion Parliament has voted a tidy sum to 
defray tho cost <]f ereotiu}; (]uaniiitiiu' 
buildili};3 iie:u' Victoria; and on each oc 
caaioii tlio sum liaa not been expended, on 
one pretext or another. Years a^o— joat 
about the time the colony joined the 
confederation — tha stuaiusltip Frince Al- 
fred arrived off the harbor %vith smallpox 
oil board. The sick were landed and 
domiciled in an old lionse that stood on 
Niiis I'oint. 'I'ho uaa.sent;er.s wore landed 
on iMcCaiiley'a Puint and kept there till 
dimmer -of iiifecliun bad pas.sud. Now, no 
smallpox ia apparent on the Mexico; yet 
Mr. Rithet, acting for the owners uf the 
Mexico, has utFurud to land, isolate and 
guard tho Oliincse pasaenyora if tho au- 
thorities will allow the whiti! pa.s3eii<;ei-.s, 
freifjht and iiimls fur \'icioria (after fuiiii- 
gation) to land, unit ()ermit the ateiiiner to 
cross to I'ort 'I'uwiiaend, where there are 
good (luarancine aceuinmodations. An 
answer to this very reasonable [iroposition 
is awaited. We have no desire tn .tee the 
bitter experience of the b;iri[ue Henry 
Huek, which was detained for many weeks 
in the initer barljor beeaiiae lliore were no 
aeconinuidaiiuns ashoie, repeated.

J UHTWE NEEDED. 



Full particiilarti are given tdsewbore of 
the terrible iiuinlei- eoniinit teil at tiie 
Skeena h'.irk.s last week. Wu are aiire 
that the authorities will niako no delay in 
bringing the murderer to justice, and in 
taking sueh steeps as arc ucccssiiry to se- 
cure a proper administration of the law in 
that district. AVe have to thank the late 
governtneiit for tlie .state of all'air;! now 
O-xisting there. Their ljioms ne^'lfcl ha.s 
bequeathed to lus a cniRiiiiDii of lawless- 
ness and ihaorder which haa been prolitic 
of all aorta uf crimes, 't he Indians in that 
quarter have learned to deapise our laws, 
which were but weakly enforced, if at all, 
and tho present governiuent liave a task 
before tlieni whieh will rei|uire fon.?idera- 
ble firniiie.sa and iirom|ititiKle. Frmn ail 
accounts, this murder ia but the last and 
moat terrible of a series uf offences com- 
mitted by these Indians, who evidently 
think from pa8l e.xperienee that they can 
do what they like and justice cannot reaeh 
tlicin. Hobbenea and other enmea have 
gone unpunished in the [last, ami they are 
now becoming more daring, not feariiii/ to 
threaten to exterminate the whitt inhab- 
itants of the place. The Qrst thing to be 
done is to send Jlr. Elliott, tlie new maLris- 
trate, to Skeena as .soon as po.ssible. lie 
will probably he accmiiiL-uiied hy .Supi r 
intondent Huycroft and a anuiU force of 
police, as it ia believed that the murderer 
will not bo given up iviihout some shuw 
of resistance. Should serious truublo 
arise with the Indians, it might be found 
necessary to send a gunboat to the coaat 
At whatever' cost, tho law must bo en 
forced, and tlio livea and property of the 
wliitu reaideuts liiuat be protectetl. 



Because of tbe Accidental Bro-orniQer 
of a Tribal Fiiond- 

(Special Corruspoiulunco of Tlu' Colonist.) 

PoiiT E.ssiMiro.N', li. C, dune 1(1. 
Mr. Amoa Card Vouiiiaiis loft Aberdeen 
lato in May for his hoiiie at the Forks of 
the bkeena, having [ireviously diai)ateheil 
a canoe freighted with merciiaiidise for 
the same destination. Just before reach- 
ing Kit-sa-lash, one of tho crew of the 
freight boat coniiiionly known as "Hilly 
(Jweii.-*," waa drowned. 'I"he remainder nf 
the crew proceeded up the river until Kit 
wau-gali waa reached when they positively 
rufuaed to make furtlier progress. The 
canoe was unloaded. Tho merchnudise 
was lodged in an Indian house; and .Mr. 
Youmaiis with a single Indian to carry 
his pack, started luniie afoot. When ho 
and his Indian reached Kil-aa-gewkia, 
aome men of that tribe set upon his In- 
dian and robbed him of his pack. From 
this village Mr. Vouniana walked homo 
alone, which he reached on the 4th of 
.lune. Mr. Yuumans did notatonce re- 
late to tho Indians at the Forks the atory 
uf Killy t)wena' death by druwiiiiig, fear- 
ing they would take imineihate revenge; 
fur he well knew the old Indian law that 
when accident or death in the pursuit of 
any enterprise oceurrod, he who origi- 
nated it should make cumpensation with 
money or its equivalent to the friends of 
the injured or forfeit his life. 

'I'wo d;iys after ;Mr. \'iiliiii;hi-i' arrival at 
the Korka an Indian brought I he lo-w .-i nf 
the death by drowning near Ivil-sa I '.sli. 
It ra|)idly spread . The Indians grew ex 
cited. Soon the father of the drowmal 
man deciiU.'d to take the life of Mr. Vnu- 
niana to he avenged of his son's death. 

Mr. Vouinaiis was atandiiig in frciiit of 
llis store talking v.-illi a ennvd of the na- 
tives, wluai the old Indian with an air of 
iiidill'erence and arms folded walked along 
until opposite Mr. Vuumans when he 
plunged a knife which had been concealeil 
under his coat right into his clii^st under 
tho right side of his neck, cutting the 
leading bloodvesaels. Mr. "^'oumaiis 
walked at once to his liouso a distance of 
about 75 yarda and aa he entered hia bed- 
room he fell on tliH rtoor. Me expirotl in 
about an hour and a half, not having 
spoken a single word to hia sorrowing 
friends. The wound waa mllicled about 
.S p.m. He waa buried on -Monday liie 
'Jth iiist. hy the few white men that are 
ataymg at the Forks. lie leaves a widnw 
ami fiiur children, three girls undone \fiy 
to iiiourn his untimely death. Mr. Vou-

I have lived at tho Forks of Skeena fur 
tifteen years, and, althuufj;!! while not 
preauniing to dictate the method of ac- 
tion wliich tho government ought to 
iLilopt, still from my intimate knowledge 
( f the locality, and the Indians, tho fol- 
lowing few aiiggeatioiia 1 think will not be 
amiss: If the Indian is arrested and 
taken to Victori.i for trial, the ofl'oct o 
Ilia certain ijiiiiisliment will bo lost on the 
tribe to which he behjiigs. To give them 
a projier idea cf the majesty of the law, 
the luiirilorer and his accomplice should 
be punished at tho Forks, and nowhere 
else.
